PHOENIX (AP) — A blazing 
heat wave expected to 
send the mercury soaring 
to nearly 120 degrees (49 
Celsius) in Phoenix and Las 
Vegas over the weekend 
settled across the West 
on Friday, threatening to 
ground airliners and rais¬ 
ing fears that pets will get 
burned on the scalding 
pavement.

The heat was so punishing 
that rangers took up posi¬ 
tions at trailheads at Lake 
Mead in Nevada to per¬ 
suade people not to hike. 
Zookeepers in Phoenix 
hosed down the elephants 
and fed tigers frozen fish 
snacks. And tourists at Cali¬ 
fornia's Deafh Valley fook 
photos of fhe harsh land¬ 
scape and a thermomefer 
that read 121. 

The mercury there was ex¬ 
pected to reach nearly 
130 degrees (54 Celsius) 
through the weekend — 
just short of fhe 134-degree 
(57-Celsius) reading from 
a cenfury ago fhaf stands 
as the highest temperature 
ever recorded on Earth. 
“You have to take a picture 
of something like this. Oth¬ 
erwise no one will believe 
you," said Laura McAlpine, 
visiting Death Valley from 
Scotland on Friday.

JOHANNESBURG - President 
Barack Obama arrived in 
South Africa on Friday eve¬ 
ning, saying he was bearing 
a message of “profound 
gratitude” to Nelson Man¬

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Vatican monsignor arrested in 20M euro plot

VATICAN CITY (AP) — The 

plot involved an armed 
police escort, a wealthy 
shipping family and a plan 
to secretly transport $26 
million (20 million euros) 
from a Swiss bank account 


into Italy aboard a private 
jet. At the heart of the story 
of greed: a silver-haired 
Vatican monsignor. 

The latest corruption scan¬ 
dal to hit the Holy See un¬ 
raveled in public on Fri¬ 
day as Monsignor Nunzio 
Scarano, a Vatican ac¬ 
countant, was arrested in 
the customs-dodging Swiss 
bank case. He is also under 
investigation in a separate 
case of alleged money¬ 
laundering involving his 
Vatican bank account. 

The developments came 
two days after Pope Fran¬ 
cis created a commission 
of inquiry into the Vatican 
bank to get to the bottom 
of the problems that have 
plagued it for decades 
and contributed to its rep¬ 
utation as an unregulated, 
offshore tax haven. 

Francis has made it clear 
that he has no tolerance 
for corruption or for Vati¬ 
can officials who use their 
jobs for personal ambi¬ 
tion or gain. He has said 
he wants a “poor" church 
that ministers to those most 
in need. He has also noted, 
tongue in cheek, that “St. 


Peter didn’t have a bank 
account.” 

With Francis’ reform-mind¬ 
ed hand now running the 
show, the Vatican said it 
was prepared to fully co¬ 
operate with Italian investi¬ 
gators, who described a re¬ 
markably detailed scheme 


allegedly spearheaded by 
Scarano to benefit some 
very wealthy friends. Pros¬ 
ecutor Nello Rossi identi¬ 
fied them as the d’Amicos, 
one of Italy's most impor¬ 
tant shipping families from 
Scarano's hometown of 
Salerno in southern Italy. 
Rossi declined to say if 
any of the d’Amicos were 
under investigation, but 
said developments were 
expected in the coming 
days.Three people were 
arrested on Friday: Scara¬ 
no, a onetime banker who 
was recently suspended 
from his job in the Vati¬ 
can's main finance office, 
Italian financier Giovanni 
Carenzio and Giovanni 
Zito, who until recently was 
a member of the Italian 
military police’s agency for 
security and information. 
According to wiretapped 
conversations, the three al¬ 
legedly plotted to smuggle 
in some 20 million euros in 
cash that Carenzio held in 
a Swiss bank account with¬ 
out declaring it to authori¬ 
ties at the airport. 
Scarano’s lawyer de¬ 
scribed him as something 


of a middleman: The 20 
million euros belonged to 
the d’Amicos, who had 
given the money to Caren¬ 
zio to invest but wanted it 
back. Scarano was tasked 
with persuading Carenzio 
to hand it over. 

Rossi said the d’Amico 


money was presumably 
being held in Switzerland 
to avoid paying Italian 
taxes. An email seeking 
comment from the family's 
Rome-based company, 
fhe d'Amico Sociefa di 
Navigazione SpA, wasn’t 
immediately returned. 
According to prosecutors, 
Zito, the Carabinieri agent, 
called in sick to his job one 
day in July 2012, rented 
a private plane and flew 
wifh Carenzio to Locarno, 
Switzerland, to pick up the 
money. The plan was for 
Carenzio to withdraw the 
cash from his bank ac¬ 
count and hand it over to 
Zito to bring back to Italy. 
The arrangements were so 
detailed there was even to 
be an armed police escort 
waiting at the airport to 
bring the money to Scar¬ 
ano’s home in Rome, Rossi 
said.“This operation was 
meticulously planned in all 
its details,” the prosecutor 
said, noting that Zito was 
chosen to be the mule be¬ 
cause his high-ranking po¬ 
sition in the Italian police 
agency would have en¬ 
abled him to pass through 


the airport customs area 
without being stopped. 
The money could have 
been transported relatively 
easily because euros are 
issued in high denomina¬ 
tions. If the cash had been 
withdrawn in the largest 
denomination — 500 euro 


notes — it would have 
weighed 97 pounds (44 ki¬ 
los) and fit into a suitcase. 
But at a certain point in 
Locarno, the deal fell 
through. Carenzio, who 
had been increasingly 
balking at handing the 
money over, made ex¬ 
cuses that the Swiss bank 
couldn't come up with the 
money, Rossi said. 

He declined to identify 
the bank and it’s not clear 
where the money is. But 
this isn’t the only investiga¬ 
tion looking into Carenzio’s 
financial dealings: Rossi 
noted news reports in the 
Canary Islands that author¬ 
ities there are investigating 
Carenzio for alleged fraud, 
misappropriation of funds 
and concealment of as¬ 
sets. He is alleged to have 
operated a Ponzi scheme, 
the reports say.After the 
aborted transport flight, 
Zito returned to Rome 
empty-handed. But he still 
demanded from Scarano 
his fee of 600,000 euros 
for fhe operafion. Scara¬ 
no cuf him one check for 
400,000 euros which he 
deposited.^

Brazil president 
meets youth 
representatives 

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — 

President Dilma Rousseff 
pledged on Friday to open 
new channels of dialogue 
with Brazil’s youth, the 
dominant demographic in 
nationwide protests that 
have rocked the country 
over the past two weeks. 
Rousseff and Educa¬ 
tion Minister Aloizio Mer- 
cadante met in the capital 
city of Brasilia with leaders 
from 25 youth organiza¬ 
tions, including student 
and labor unions, as well 
as with gay rights advo¬ 
cates as part of fhe Bra¬ 
zilian leader’s confinuing 
talks with different inter¬ 
est groups.No concrete 
announcements resulted 
from the talks, which Rous- 
seff’s office cast as the start 
of a dialogue with the na¬ 
tion’s youth. Though no fol¬ 
low-up meetings have yet 
been scheduled, the July 8 
launch of a long-planned 
government website fo¬ 
cusing on youth issues will 
help facilitate continued 
dialogue, Rousseff's office 
said. 

The demonsfrations took 
off earlier this month over 
a 10-cent hike in bus and 
subway fare in Sao Paulo 
and morphed into a mass, 
nationwide movement 
voicing public dissatisfac¬ 
tion with a range of issues 
such as government cor¬ 
ruption, poor education 
and health care. 

Scattered smaller protests 
continued on Friday, with a 
demonstration by taxi driv¬ 
ers near Rio de Janeiro’s 
Santos Dumont domes¬ 
tic airport over proposed 
changes to the rules gov¬ 
erning taxi licenses. 

Riot police in Sao Paulo 
state used tear gas gre¬ 
nades to disperse a small 
group of demonstrators 
who had blocked a multi¬ 
lane highway, and an¬ 
other demonstration was 
under way in the north¬ 
eastern city of Natal.So- 
cial networks, which were 
a main forum for organiz¬ 
ing protest last week that 
brought hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of people onto the 
streets, were abuzz Friday 
with rumors of a general 
strike next Monday. □

WASHINGTON - Even as 
they were popping corks 
Thursday night after a 
strong bipartisan vote in the 
Senate to pass an immigra¬ 
tion bill, supporters of the 
overhaul were laying plans 
for the far more difficult task 
of moving something simi¬ 
lar through the Republican- 
controlled House. 

Speaker John A. Boehner 
of Ohio insisted Thursday 
that the House would not 
take up the Senate bill and 
would pass its own measure 
only if a majority of Repub¬ 
licans backed it, instead 
of relying more on Demo¬ 
cratic votes. As a sign of 
the conservative direction 
of the debate in the House, 
its Judiciary Committee re¬ 
cently approved a bill to 
enforce immigration laws 
away from the nation’s 
borders that was much 
tougher than anything from 
the Senate. The House has 
yet to produce a bill that in¬ 
cludes a core piece of the 
Senate legislation: a path 
to citizenship for 11 million 
unauthorized immigrants in 
the country. 

While supporters are hardly 
confident, they say House 
Republicans will soon dis¬ 
cover a crucial difference 
this year from failed immi¬ 
gration efforts of the past. 
They say their coalition is 
broader and far more ener¬ 
gized and committed than 
in 2007, when an immigra¬ 
tion overhaul by President 
George W. Bush did not 
even reach a vote in the 
Senate. 

Latinos, who showed their 
strength when they over¬ 
whelmingly supported 
President Barack Obama 
in November, are a lead¬ 
ing force buf are nof the 
only one, supporters said. 
Business and technology in¬ 
dustry groups, labor unions, 
agricultural growers, farm¬ 
workers, law enforcement 
associations, churches, ed¬ 
ucators, youth groups and 
other immigrant organiza¬ 
tions are also in the mix. 

The diversity gives support¬ 
ers a variety of pressure 
points for approaching re¬ 
luctant House Republicans,

The heat is not expected 
to break until Monday or 
Tuesday. 

The scorching weather pre¬ 
sented problems for airlines 
because high tempera¬ 
tures can make it more dif¬ 
ficult for planes to take off. 
Hot air reduces lift and also 
can diminish engine perfor¬ 
mance. Planes taking off in 
the heat may need longer 
runways or may have to 
shed weight by carrying 
less fuel or cargo. 

Smaller jets and propel¬ 
ler planes are more likely 
to be affected than big¬ 
ger airliners that are better 
equipped for extreme tem¬ 
peratures. 

The National Weather Ser¬ 
vice said Phoenix reached 
116 degrees (47 Celsius) on 
Friday, two degrees short 
of the expected high, in 
part because of a light 
layer of smoke from wild¬ 
fires in neighboring New

The heat is the result of 
a high-pressure system 
brought on by a shift in the 
jet stream, the high-altitude 
air current that dictates 
weather patterns. The jet 
stream has been more er¬ 
ratic in the past few years. 
Health officials warned 
people to be extremely 
careful when venturing 
outdoors. The risks include 
not only dehydration and 
heat stroke but burns from 
the concrete and asphalt. 
Dogs can suffer burns 
and blisters on their paws 
by walking on scorching 
pavement.

The decision lets stand a tri¬ 
al judge's declaration that 
the ban, approved by vot¬ 
ers in November 2008, vio¬ 
lates the civil rights of gay 
Californians and cannot 
be enforced. 

Under Supreme Court rules, 
the losing side in a legal 
dispute has 25 days to ask 
the high court to rehear 
the case. 

The court said earlier this 
week that it would not fi¬ 
nalize its ruling in the Propo¬ 
sition 8 case until after that 
time had elapsed. 

It was not immediately 
clear whether the appeals 
court’s action would be 
halted by the high court, 
but Gov. Jerry Brown di¬ 
rected California counties 
to start performing same- 
sex marriages immediately 
in the wake of it. □

The couple 
sued to overturn the state's 
voter-approved gay mar¬ 
riage ban along with Jeff 
Katami and Paul Zarrillo, 
who planned to marry Fri¬ 
day evening at Los Ange¬ 
les City Hall. 

“By joining the case 
against Proposition 8, they 
represented thousands of 


asked the appeals court to 
act swiftly, said during Stier 
and Perry’s brief ceremo¬ 
ny. “Through the ups and 
downs, the struggles and 
the triumphs, they came 
out victorious.” 

Harris declared Perry, 48, 
and Stier, 50, “spouses for 
life,” but during their vows, 
they took each other as 
“lawfully wedded wife.” 
One of their twin sons 
served as ring-bearer. 
Although the couple have 
fought for the right to wed 
for years, their wedding 
came together in a flurry 
when a three-judge panel 
of the 9th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals issued a brief 
order Friday afternoon dis¬ 
solving, “effective imme¬ 
diately,” a stay it imposed 
on gay marriages while 
the lawsuit challenging the 
ban advanced through 
the courts. 
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US officials approve only horse slaughterhouse

ALBUQUERQUE, New Mex¬ 
ico (AP) — U.S. officials 
have cleared fhe way for 
a return to domestic horse 
slaughter, granting a com¬ 
pany’s application to con¬ 
vert its cattle facility into 
the country’s only horse 
processing plant. 

A return to horse slaughter 
has divided animal welfare 
groups, ranchers, politi¬ 
cians and Indian tribes 
over the most humane 
way to deal with the coun¬ 
try's horse overpopulation 
and what rescue groups 
have said is a rising number 
of neglected and starving 
horses as the West deals 
with persistent drought. 
Valley Meat Co. wants to 
ship horse meat to coun¬ 
tries where people cook 
with it or feed it to animals. 
The number of U.S. horses 
sent to other countries for 
slaughter has nearly tripled 
since domestic slaugh¬ 


ter was banned in 2006, 
according a 2011 report 
from the Government Ac¬ 
countability Office that 
shows horse abuse and 


abandonment have been 
increasing. Proponents of 
a return to domestic horse 
slaughter say it is better to 
slaughter the animals in hu¬ 
mane, federally regulated 
facilities than have them 


abandoned to starve or 
shipped to inhumane fa¬ 
cilities in Mexico. Many hu¬ 
mane groups agree that 
some of the worst abuse

American consumer sentiment stays near 6-year high

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

measure of U.S. consumer 
confidence remained near 
a six-year high in June as 
higher home prices boost¬ 
ed household wealth. The 
survey shows Americans 
are feeling better about 
the economy, despite wild 
gyrations in the stock mar¬ 
ket. The University of Michi¬ 
gan said Friday that its final 
reading of consumer sen¬ 
timent in June was 84.1. 
That’s an improvement 
from a preliminary read¬ 
ing of 82.7 issued on June 
14. And it is just slightly be¬ 
low May’s final reading of 
84.5, which was the highest 
since July 2007. 

Rising household wealth 
was the main reason con¬ 
sumers stayed optimistic. 
Households with income 
above $75,000, those more 
likely to own homes and 
stocks, reported the big¬ 
gest gain. 

Consumers’ confidence is 
closely watched because 
their spending accounts 
for 70 percent of economic 
growth. Stocks pared steep 


early morning losses after 
the report was released. 
The Dow Jones industrial 
average, which was down 
as much as 140 points at 
one point, rebounded to 
70 points lower at midday. 
The University of Michigan 
polls roughly 500 people 
throughout the month and 
issues two readings. 

The slight improvement 
from the preliminary sur¬ 
vey suggests consumers 
were unfazed by Federal 
Reserve Chairman Ben 
Bernanke's June 19 com¬ 
ments about the Fed's 
bond purchases. Bernanke 
said the Fed could start to 
slow its bond buying by the 
end of the year and end it 
next year, if the economy 
continues to strengthen. 
The bond purchases have 
kept long-term interest 
rates low. 

Stocks fell sharply in the 
days after Bernanke's 
comments and interest 
rates jumped. The average 
rate on the 30-year fixed 
mortgage surged this week 
to a two-year high of 4.46 
percent. That's up from 
3.93 percent last week and 


a full point higher than a 
month ago. “Consumers 
remain optimistic despite 
recent market volatil¬ 
ity and a back-up in mort¬ 
gage rates," said Yelena 
Shulyatyeva, an economist 
at BNP Paribas. 

Americans seem to agree 
with the Fed's view that 
the economy is slowly im¬ 
proving. A measure of their 
expectations for future 
growth rose to an eight- 


month high. Employers 
have been adding jobs 
at stable pace, while the 
unemployment rate has 
slowly fallen to a still-high 
7.6 percent. Higher home 
sales and prices have 
driven a steady housing 
recovery. And on Tuesday 
the Conference Board said 
the improved job market 
helped lift its survey of con¬ 
sumer confidence to the 
highest level in 5V£ years, a 


point echoed by Friday’s 
Michigan consumer senti¬ 
ment survey. “Consumers 
now believe the recovery 
has achieved an upward 
momentum that will not 
be easily reversed,” Rich¬ 
ard Curtin, director of the 
Michigan survey, said. 

More Americans said they 
planned to buy a home, 
despite rising mortgage 
rates, according to the 
Michigan survey.□

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Violence flares in Egypt before weekend protests

CAIRO (AP) — Tens of thou¬ 
sands of supporters and 
opponents of President 
Mohammed Morsi rallied 
Friday in Cairo, and both 
sides fought each other 
in the second-largest city 
of Alexandria, where two 
people were killed — in¬ 
cluding an American — 
and 85 were injured while 
at least five offices of Mor- 
si’s Muslim Brotherhood 
were torched, officials said. 
The competing camps 
were trying to show their 
strength before even big¬ 
ger nationwide protests 
planned by the opposition 
Sunday — the first anniver¬ 
sary of Morsi's inauguration 
— aimed at forcing his re¬ 
moval. 

The opposition says it will 
bring millions into the streets 
across Egypt, and more vi¬ 
olence is feared. Already, 
six people have been killed 
in clashes this week, includ¬ 
ing Friday’s deaths. 

The Cairo International Air¬ 
port was flooded with de¬ 
parting passengers, an ex¬ 
odus that officials said was 
unprecedented. All flights 


departing Friday to Europe, 
the U.S. and the Gulf were 
fully booked, they said. 
Many of those leaving 
were families of Egyptian 
officials and businessmen 
and those of foreign and 
Arab League diplomats — 
as well as many Egyptian 
Christians, the officials said, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity because they 
were not authorized to talk 
to the press. 

The U.S. State Department 
warned Americans against 
all but essential travel to 
Egypt, citing the uncertain 
security situation.

BEIRUT (AP) — Rebels cap¬ 
tured a major army post 
in the southern city of Da- 
raa Friday after nearly two 
weeks of intense fighting, 
as battles raged between 
troops and opposition forc¬ 
es in the province that bor¬ 
ders Jordan, activists said. 
Daraa, the provincial capi¬ 
tal of a region that car¬ 
ries the same name, is the 
birthplace of the uprising 
against President Bashar 
Assad that started 27 
months ago. Rebels hope 
to one day launch an of¬ 
fensive from the area to 
take the capital, Damas¬ 
cus. 

The Britain-based Syrian 
Observatory for Human 
Rights, which has a net¬ 
work of activists around 
the country, said Islamic 
militants led by members 
of the al-Qaida affiliate 
Jabhat al-Nusra, or the 
Nusra Front, captured the 
checkpoint after a two- 
week siege. 


It said rebels blew up a car 
bomb Thursday killing and 
wounding a number of 
soldiers then stormed the 
post, made up of two of 


the highest buildings in the 
city. 

“This post is very important 
because it overlooks old 
Daraa," said Rami Abdul- 


Rahman, who heads The 
Observatory. He added 
that the capture opens the 
way for rebels to take the 
southern neighborhood of 


Manshiyeh that is close to 
the Jordanian border. 

An amateur video posted 
by activists showed rebels 
blowing up one of the two 


buildings after putting ex¬ 
plosives inside it. 

“This is considered the most 
dangerous and power¬ 
ful post in Daraa and the 


whole province," said a 
man whose voice could 
be heard in the video as 
smoke billowed from the 
building. 


Another video showed four 
militants carrying Nusra 
Front black flag standing in 
front of the building saying 
it will be blown up, appar¬ 
ently to prevent the regime 
from using it in case its forc¬ 
es capture it again. 

The videos appeared gen¬ 
uine and were consistent 
with other AP reporting 
of the events. Earlier, the 
Observatory said intense 
shelling by Syrian govern¬ 
ment troops on the village 
of Karak in Daraa province 
killed at least 10 women 
and girls overnight. Buoyed 
by an influx of fighters from 
the Lebanese militia Hez¬ 
bollah and other foreign 
Shiite Muslim militants, the 
Syrian regime has grabbed 
the initiative in the more 
than 2-year-old conflict in 
recent weeks, capturing 
a strategic town near the 
border with Lebanon and 
squeezing rebel positions 
around the capital, Da¬ 
mascus.It said two women 
were killed when a shell hit 
the home of a local rebel 
commander. The women 
killed were his mother and 
aunt, the Observatory said. 
A video posted on an Da¬ 
raa activist's Facebook 
page showed the bodies 
of the women and chil¬ 
dren allegedly killed in the 
shelling lying wrapped in 
blankets. Another video 
from the village showed 
residents carrying other 
wounded into vehicles 
as women and children 
wailed. The videos ap¬ 
peared genuine and were 
consistent with other AP re¬ 
porting of the events. 

The United Nations has es¬ 
timated that more than 
6,000 children are among 
the some 93,000 people 
killed in Syria’s more than 
2-year-old conflict, which 
started with largely peace¬ 
ful protests against the rule 
of President Bashar Assad.

Mexico leftist party leader found slain in Oaxaca

MEXICO CITY (AP) — The 

leader of Mexico’s main 
leftist party in the southern 
state of Oaxaca has been 
found slain, little more than 
a week before local elec¬ 
tions. 

The Oaxaca attorney gen¬ 
eral's office said the body 
of Nicolas Estrada Merino, 
32, was found Thursday in 
a sugar cane field near the 
city of Tuxtepec. It said in 
a statement that Estrada 
had three gunshot wounds 
to the head and that inves¬ 
tigators are looking into the 
circumstances of his death. 
The national leadership of 
his Democratic Revolution 
party, or PRD, condemned 


the killing and demanded 
that authorities speed the 
investigation. They would 
not say if they thought his 
killing was election-related. 
“I don’t want to say if this 
was political or party-relat¬ 
ed. We have to be cau¬ 
tious,” Miguel Barbosa, PRD 
coordinator in the federal 
Senate, said Friday. “Clear¬ 
ly we're talking about a 
scenario of risk for those in 
politics. But it doesn’t help 
us right now ... to make 
declarations that are go¬ 
ing to provoke tension and 
fear among citizens who 
are going to have to ex¬ 
press themselves through 
their votes on July 7.” 

Local elections for state 
representatives and may¬ 


ors will be held July 7 in 14 
of Mexico’s 31 states. 

The state of Oaxaca has 
been led since 2010 by a 
governor representing a 
coalition between the PRD 
and the conservative Na¬ 
tional Action Party, or PAN. 
Estrada was missing for 
more than two weeks. His 
car was found burned on 
July 16. Authorities estimate 
that he has been dead for 
some time because only his 
bones were discovered. 
The attorney general’s of¬ 
fice said that Estrada’s re¬ 
mains were identified by 
his brother, partly because 
of the clothing and also 
because he had a metal 
plate in his right forearm af¬ 
ter suffering an accident in 


2011 . 

Attacks on local elected 
officials or candidates are 
not uncommon in Mexico, 
especially during election 
seasons. 

In the southern Mexico 
state of Chiapas, police 
arrested a mayoral candi¬ 
date for the shooting death 
of a rival party member last 
year, and a candidate in 
the southern state of Guer¬ 
rero was slain outside his 
home. 

Drug cartels have also 
orchestrated attacks on 
politicians. The highest pro¬ 
file was the ambush killing 
in 2010 of Rodolfo Torre, 
gubernatorial candidate 
in the northern state of 
TamaulipasO

U.S. Embassy spokesman 
Daniel Foote said in a brief 
statement to reporters that 
Brewster was nominated 
because of his skills as an 
international businessman 
and his ideas on democ¬ 
racy and human rights. 
“Brewster arrives as an am¬ 
bassador, he's not coming 
here as an activist for the 
gay community,” Foote 
said.Local gay and lesbian 
activists condemned the 
outrage, saying the words 
of religious officials were 
filled with hate. 


Nominating a gay man 
as ambassador should be 
viewed as normal, accord¬ 
ing to a statement by the 
umbrella nonprofit LGBT 
Collective. 

The groups’ stance “con¬ 
trasts with the silence main¬ 
tained by prelates and pas¬ 
tors when it comes to sex¬ 
ual assaults on children," 
said Leonardo Sanchez, 
of the nonprofit gay group 
Friends, Always Friends. 
Officials with Medina’s ad¬ 
ministration have declined 
to comment on the issue. 

“It would be in bad taste 
for the state to comment 
on this nomination,” said 
Cesar Pina, a judicial con¬ 
sultant to the presidency.

At 
high-level diplomatic talks 
beginning this weekend, it 
can expect the cold shoul¬ 
der from those countries 
and others frustrated by 
Pyongyang's insistence on 
developing nuclear weap¬ 
ons. 

After a December long- 
range rocket launch, a 
February nuclear test and 
weeks of threats to launch 
nuclear strikes against 
South Korea and the Unit¬ 
ed States, North Korea 
earlier this month made a 
surprise offer for separate 
talks with its rivals. Gov¬ 
ernment delegates from 
the two Koreas met and 
agreed to hold senior-level 
talks on non-nuclear issues, 
but the agreement col¬ 
lapsed because of a pro¬ 
tocol dispute. The United 
States responded coolly 
to Pyongyang's appeal for 
direct negotiations, which 
some analysts view as a 
familiar effort to win aid in 
return for ratcheting down 
tensions.

He added that agreeing 
to hold talks with the North 
“and come back to the 
table as though nothing 
has changed since the last 
six-party talks were held in

A draft of the forum chair¬ 
man’s statement provided 
to The Associated Press said 
that those meetings would 
reaffirm the importance of 
denuclearizing the Korean 
Peninsula, and that most 
participants urged North 
Korea “to abide by its ob¬ 


ligations" under U.N. Secu¬ 
rity Council resolutions and 
commitments made in a 
joint statement following 
six-party talks in 2005. 

U.S. Secretary of State John 
Kerry and his counterparts 
from South Korea, China 
and Japan will attend the 
forum and could hold pri¬ 
vate meetings that touch 
on Pyongyang. 

North Korea is expected to 
send its longtime foreign 


minister, 80-year-old Pak Ui 
Chun, to the meeting, ac¬ 
cording to South Korea’s 
Foreign Ministry. 

Because the ASEAN forum 
gathers diplomats from all 
six countries involved in 
long-stalled nuclear disar¬ 
mament negotiations — 
the United States, China, 
Russia, Japan and the two 


Koreas — it has previously 
provided a chance to use 
informal, sideline talks to 
break stalemates over the 
nuclear issue. 

In 2011, top nuclear en¬ 
voys from the two Koreas 
met on the sidelines of the 
forum in Bali, Indonesia, 
and agreed to work to¬ 
ward a resumption of the 
dormant six-nation talks, 
though the negotiations 
remained stalled. The Ko¬ 
reas’ foreign ministers held 
sideline talks in 2000, 2004, 
2005 and 2007, and top 
diplomats from Pyongyang 
and Washington also met 
privately in 2004 and 2008. 
North Korea will likely seek 
similar talks in Brunei, but 
South Korean Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Cho 
Tai-young told reporters 
Tuesday that officials from 
Seoul aren't considering 
meeting the North Korean 
foreign minister on the side¬ 
lines. 

In Washington, State De¬ 
partment spokesman Pat¬ 
rick Ventrell said Monday 
that he knew of no discus¬ 
sions planned between 
Kerry and Pak in Brunei, 
and that such talks would 
be “fairly unusual.” 

Analysts said North Korea 
appeared to be repeating 
its pattern of following ag¬ 
gressive rhetoric with diplo¬ 
matic efforts to get outside 
aid and concessions. 
Chang Yong Seok, an 
analyst at the Institute for 
Peace and Unification 
Studies at Seoul National 
University, said Pyongyang 
must do something to show 
it's refraining from continu¬ 
ing nuclear activities, such 
as announcing some disar¬ 
mament steps, if it wants to 
have talks. □

BETHESDA, Maryland (AP) 

— Jordan Spieth, playing 
with nothing to lose, gave 
himself another chance to 
win going into the week¬ 
end at the AT&T National. 
Spieth hit every green in 
regulation Friday and ex¬ 
tended his streak to 29 
holes without a bogey on 
a tough Congressional 
course, giving him a 5-un- 
der 66 and a share of the 
lead with Roberto Castro 
(69) before storms halted 
the second round. 

They were at 7-under 135, 
with the round to be com¬ 
pleted Saturday morning. 
Players went back out to 
the practice range after 
a two-hour delay, only for 
more storms to approach 


and extended the sus¬ 
pension until the PGA Tour 
called it for the day. Andres 
Romero was at 5 under 
with five holes remaining. 
No one else was within four 
shots of the lead. 

Spieth is the 19-year-old 
Texan who started the sea¬ 
son with no status, uncer¬ 
tain where he was going to 
play. He now has earned 
over $900,000 — the equiv¬ 
alent of being No. 39 on 
the PGA Tour money list 
— and is assured of a tour 
card when the new season 
starts in October. 

But he won't be eligible for 
the lucrative FedEx Cup 
playoffs unless he’s a PGA 
Tour member, and he can't 
be a member this year un¬ 
less he wins. 

“Honestly, I think it's a great 


position to be in,” Spieth 
said. “I'm just free swing¬ 
ing. I can't be in the play¬ 
offs unless I win, and that 
makes winning the No. 
1 goal. You'd like to get 
in the playoffs and play 
against the top players, the 
best players from this year. 
It’s everyone’s goal out 
here to win the FedEx Cup. 
My goal is to move up the 
world rankings as much as 
I can, and that's the way 
to do it, is to get into those 
playoffs." 

D.H. Lee had a 66 and was 
two shots behind at 5-un- 
der 139. Cameron Tringale 
(67) and James Driscoll (69) 
were another shot behind, 
while the group at 3-under 
139 included former British 
Open champion Stewart 
Cink (69), Gary Woodland 


(69) and David Lingmerth, 
who went from around the 
cut line to contention with 
a 65. 

Spieth has lived up to the 
hype he first generated 
when he played late on 
Sunday in the Byron Nel¬ 
son Championship at age 
16 and tied for 16th. In one 
year at Texas, the Long¬ 
horns won the NCAA title. 
And in six months as a pro, 
he has shown quickly that 
he belongs. 

He already has four top 10s 
and has special temporary 
membership, meaning he 
gets unlimited exemptions. 
His goal was to somehow 
get a PGA Tour card for 
2013-14 season, and a win 
would be over the top.

Even so, the teenager who 
was born just three years 
before Tiger Woods turned 
pro is savvy to realize the 
tournament is not even 
halfway over. 

“I can't really think about 
that at this point,” he said. 
“There's a long way to go. 
I’m kind of free swinging. 
I’ve gotten in a position 
where I can play a pretty 
full schedule this year, and 
I know I'll have my card for 
next year. Now all there’s 
left to do is try and get a 
win to make the playoffs. 
So I'm just going out there 
trying to win and being ag¬ 
gressive, and hopefully, it 
will work out for me.” 
Scoring was slightly better 
at Congressional, a course 
that has hosted the U.S. 
Open three times. Warmer 
weather in the morning 
made the ball fly a little 
farther and shortened the 
longest PGA Tour course 
on the mainland. 


Spieth began his day with 
a 25-foot birdie putt on the 
first hole, avoided a long 
three-putt from above 
fhe hole on No. 4 by mak¬ 
ing a 12-foot par putt and 
then picked up four bird¬ 
ies over the final five holes 
on fhe front nine for a 31. 
He made nine pars on the 
back nine, never coming 
close to a bogey. 

It was a clean round, ex¬ 
ecuted well by a teenag¬ 
ers who plays like he knows 
where he is going. 

“I’m excited for what the 
weekend is going to bring,” 
he said. 

Castro tied the course re¬ 
cord on the TPC Sawgrass 
in May with a 63 to lead 
the opening round of The 
Players Championship, 
and then he followed with 
a 78 and never seriously 
challenge the rest of the 
week. After opening with 
a 66 at Congressional, he 
dropped a shot early from 
a fairway bunker on No. 3 
and was plodding along 


until finishing the back nine 
with a pair of birdies, and 
then adding a birdie on the 
par-5 16th. 

“I felt good,” he said. “I 
probably learned a lot 
there (at Sawgrass) and 
realized that one round 
doesn't mean anything — 


just got to keep going. And 
I was able to do that." 
Defending champion 
Woods is not playing be¬ 
cause of an elbow injury, 
and U.S. Open champion 
Justin Rose withdrew ear¬ 
lier in the week because 
of fatigue. Some of the 


other big names most likely 
won’t be around for the 
weekend, such as Hunter 
Mahan, who had a 72 and 
was at 5-over 147. Masters 
champion Adam Scott 
traded birdies and bogeys 
in his round of 71 that left 
him nine shots behind. □

“You need to be profes¬ 
sional enough to not let 
that stuff bother you and 
just concentrate on each 
match," said Murray, who 
has won 20 of his past 21 
contests on grass, includ¬ 
ing runs to last year's final 
at the All England Club 
and a London Olympics 
gold medal. “I did a good 
job of that today. I played 
well. My best match of the 
tournament, so far."

In surprise. Cavaliers pick UNLV’s Bennett

NEW YORK - Presiding over 
his last NBA draft before he 
steps down as commission¬ 
er in February, David Stern 
soaked in his usual chorus 
of boos when he walked 
onstage at Barclays Cen¬ 
ter in Brooklyn on Thursday 
for the 2013 NBA draft. 

For years Stern has served 
as an annual visual gag, 
with his height, perhaps a 
tad exaggerated at 5 feet 
7 inches, serving as a sharp 
contrast to the supersized 
players he was introduc¬ 
ing to the world. Over his 
30 years on the job, player 
fashion varied wildly, but 
Stern remained a constant, 
except when he shaved 
his mustache.

You just want 
them to go someplace where 
they have a chance to win, 
and they have," Rivers said at 
Clippers draft headquarters 
late Thursday. "It's a great 


typical power forward, 
drew huge cheers. 

Flailing from Canada, Ben¬ 
nett is just the seventh play¬ 
er born outside the United 
States taken with the first 
overall pick. He is the first 
player from UNLV to go in 
that spot since Larry John¬ 


son was selected in 1991. 

In his lone season at UNLV, 
Bennett averaged 16.1 
points, 8.1 rebounds and 
1.2 blocks a game while 
shooting 53.3 percent from 
the field. “I’m just as sur¬ 
prised as everyone else,” 
Bennett said. “I didn’t real¬ 
ly have any idea who’s go-

Allen returns 
to Miami Heat 
next season

MIAMI (AP) — Ray Allen is 
returning to the Miami Heat 
next season. 

Allen exercised his $3.2 mil¬ 
lion player option Friday, 
barely a week after the 
Heat finished off the San 
Antonio Spurs to win the 
NBA Finals in seven games. 
Allen made one of the big¬ 
gest shots in Heat history, a 
3-pointer with 5.2 seconds 
left in Game 6 of the finals 
to tie the game and force 
an overtime where Miami 
ultimately prevailed. 

Allen turns 38 next month, 
yet still played in 102 games 
during the regular season 
and playoffs for Miami. That 
was the most appearances 
by any player in the league 
this past season. 
Teammates, coaches and 
the Heat front office all 
made it clear to Allen that 
he was wanted back for 
next season. 

Allen left Miami following 
the end-of-season team 
meeting on Tuesday without 
giving the organization an 
answer, though didn't keep 
people waiting much lon¬ 
ger. He could have elected 
to become a free agent 
and wound up getting more 
years and more money in a 
new deal, and decided to 
stay with the Heat anyway. 
Allen averaged 10.9 points 
in the regular season, and 
10.2 points in the playoffs. 
With the team exercising 
its option on starting point 
guard Mario Chalmers, and 
with Rashard Lewis and 
James Jones exercising their 
rights to stay for next season, 
the next major course of 
business for the Heat will be 
trying to woo Chris Andersen 
to stay when he becomes 
a free agent next week. 
Teammates believe Anders¬ 
en, who has remained in Mi¬ 
ami since the championship 
and is working out, wants to 
return to the Heat next sea¬ 
son. The Heat will also have 
a large luxury-tax bill next 
season, though team presi¬ 
dent Pat Riley said earlier 
this week that he has not 
been given a mandate to 
pare a player like Mike Miller 
or Joel Anthony to relieve 
some of that burden. Riley's

Armstrong uninvited, unwanted guest at 100th edition

PORTO VECCHIO, Corsica 
(AP) — Lance Armstrong 
made himself the uninvited 
and unwanted guest at the 
Tour de France on Friday, 
coming back to haunt the 
100th edition of the race 
and infuriating riders both 
past and present by talking 
at length in a newspaper 
interview about doping in 
the sport. 

In answering questions from 
Le Monde, a newspaper 
he scorned when he was 
still competing, Armstrong 
ensured that his views on 
doping at the Tour would 
have maximum impact in 
France and couldn’t eas¬ 
ily be written off as sour 
grapes being hurled at 
the race from afar. The re¬ 
spected daily is very much 
France’s newspaper of re¬ 
cord. Its interview with the 
disgraced former winner 
and his assertion that dop¬ 
ing won’t be eradicated 
from cycling dominated 
French airwaves ahead of 
the race start on Saturday, 
causing dismay and an¬ 
ger in the sport desperate 
to prove that it has turned 
the page on his era of serial 
cheating. 

The Tour’s director, Chris¬ 
tian Prudhomme, suggest¬ 
ed Armstrong was milking 
the race’s notoriety to fur¬ 
ther his own agenda. 

“This is a very big tourna¬ 
ment, just look around: 
There are 2,300 accredited 
journalists here, there are 
cameras everywhere. So if 
someone wanted to trans¬ 
mit a message, this is the 
time obviously, especially 
since everyone likes this 
kind of controversial state¬ 
ments,” he said. 
Armstrong’s comments 
and the consternation 
they caused highlighted 
cycling’s dilemma: It is a 
sport fighting to give itself 


a cleaner, brighter future 
by combating drug cheats 
but much of that good 
work is being overshad¬ 
owed by the dirty secrets of 
dopers from the past. 
Pre-Tour, a drip-drip-drip 
of doping confessions and 
revelations about the Arm¬ 
strong era have rained 
on the 100th edition. Arm¬ 
strong’s former rival on 


French roads, 1997 Tour 
winner Jan Ullrich, admitted 
to blood-doping for the first 
time with a Spanish doctor. 
French media also report¬ 
ed that a Senate investi¬ 
gation into the effective¬ 
ness of anti-doping controls 
pieced together evidence 
of drug use at the 1998 Tour 
by Laurent Jalabert, a for¬ 
mer star of the race now 
turned broadcaster. 

There were no major surpris¬ 
es in Armstrong’s interview: 
he told Le Monde that he 
still considers himself the re¬ 
cord-holder for Tour victo¬ 
ries, even though all seven 


of his titles from 1999-2005 
were stripped from him last 
year for doping. He said his 
life has been ruined by the 
U.S. Anti-Doping Agency 
investigation that exposed 
as lies his years of denials 
that he and his teammates 
doped. He also took an¬ 
other swipe at cycling’s 
top administrators, darkly 
suggesting they could be 


brought down by other 
skeletons in the sport’s clos¬ 
et. 

Armstrong’s claim that it 
was “impossible” to win 
the Tour without doping in 
his era echoed what he 
already told U.S. television 
talk show host Oprah Win¬ 
frey in January, when he 
finally confessed. Then, he 
said doping was “part of 
the job.” 

The banned hormone 
erythropoietin, or EPO, 
wasn’t detectable by cy¬ 
cling’s doping controls un¬ 
til 2001 and so was widely 
abused because it prompts 


the body to produce ox¬ 
ygen-carrying red blood 
cells, giving a big perfor¬ 
mance boost to endur¬ 
ance athletes. 

“The Tour is a test of endur¬ 
ance where oxygen is de¬ 
cisive,” Le Monde quoted 
Armstrong as saying. It 
published the interview in 
French. 

Asked later by The Asso¬ 


ciated Press to clarify his 
comments, Armstrong con¬ 
firmed on Twitter he was 
talking solely about the pe¬ 
riod from 1999-2005. He in¬ 
dicated that doping might 
not be necessary now. 
“Today? I have no idea. I’m 
hopeful it's possible," Arm¬ 
strong tweeted. 

Still, his comments touched 
a nerve — both because 
cycling has since spent 
heavily on a pioneering 
anti-doping program and 
because Armstrong, once 
very much a boss of the 
peloton, is now a pariah. 
“Those were cursed years 


for the Tour de France," 
Prudhomme said. “When 
Armstrong said it was im¬ 
possible to win the Tour 
during those years without 
doping, he is probably try¬ 
ing to find excuses for him¬ 
self and say implicitly that 
there was nothing else he 
could have done.” 
Jean-Rene Bernaudeau, 
manager of the Europcar 


team, likened Armstrong to 
a robber who tells a bank 
how it should be run. 

“I don’t think it is nice that 
a guy who embodies a de¬ 
cade we should complete¬ 
ly forget gives us lessons on 
how we should behave, 
while we were the ones 
who suffered during that 
time. It is almost surreal," 
he said. “This is unaccept¬ 
able.” 

In a statement issued in the 
name of competitors at the 
100th Tour, a union repre¬ 
senting European profes¬ 
sional riders said: “Enough 
is enough!”Q

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Wearable devices nudge you to a healthier lifestyle

You’ve heard of the Quan¬ 
tified Self movement? It’s 
the rise of watches, clips 
and bracelets that moni¬ 
tor your physical activity, 
sleep and other biologi¬ 
cal functions. The idea is 
that continual numerical 
awareness of your lifestyle 
works to motivate you: to 
park farther away, to get 
off the subway one stop 
sooner, to take more stairs. 
You study the graphs, you 
crunch the numbers, you 
live a longer, healthier life. 
(And you try to avoid being 
a crashing bore at parties.) 
The most popular such 
gizmo - or at least the 
most heavily marketed - 
has been Jawbone’s styl¬ 
ish, rubberized, shower¬ 
proof Up band ($130). For 
about a week on a battery 
charge, it quietly measures 
your movement, whether 
you are awake or asleep, 
and displays the results on 
your iPhone or Android 
phone.The trouble with 
the Up band, however, is 
the way it communicates 
with your phone. You re¬ 
move the bracelet. Pull 
off a metal cap about the 
size of a blood cell. Plug 
the newly exposed con¬ 
nector into - get this - your 
phone's headphone jack. 
Open the app. After the 


data transfer, disconnect 
the band, find the cap, 
snap it back on and put 
the bracelet on again. 

No wireless? What is this, 
1957? 

The inconvenience is bad 


enough, but - well, let's put 
it this way: There’s a reason 
Up sells a three-pack of re¬ 
placement caps ($10). 
Now Fitbit, whose original 
2008 tracker clipped to 
your clothing, has entered 
the bracelet game with a 
screamingly obvious im¬ 
provement: Bluetooth. Its 


new Flex band ($100) com¬ 
municates with your phone 
wirelessly and automati¬ 
cally. You don’t have to 
remove, dismantle or even 
touch the band on your 
wrist. The Flex’s factory set¬ 



ting is to transmit the data 
only when you open the 
Fitbit app on the phone, 
so you sacrifice little phone 
battery life. 

(The Nike FuelBand, $150, 
also uses Bluetooth, though 
it’s a simpler device; it 
doesn’t try to track sleep or 
diet.) 


The Flex band makes lit¬ 
tle attempt to score style 
points. It's just a thin, solid 
gray or black rubber strap, 
a half-inch wide, thicker as 
it crosses the top of your 
wrist. But it’s incredibly light 


\ 



and comfortable. In fact, 
without looking, it’s hard to 
remember if you’re even 
wearing it.Compared to 
the Up - which is shaped 
like an overgrown C, with 
overlapping ends - the 
Flex’s design has three ad¬ 
vantages. 

First, it's a complete cir¬ 


cle, so it doesn't catch on 
clothing, fly off with your 
sweater or gouge your 
hugging partners. 

Second, it has a sort of 
screen. It usually looks like 
a dark stripe across the 
band, just a graphic ac¬ 
cent. But if you tap twice 
on it, a line of bright LED 
dots lights up - up to five, 
indicating your progress so 
far that day toward what¬ 
ever activity goal you set 
for yourself (say, 10,000 
steps). Each dot indicates 
20 percent toward your 
goal; achieving 100 per¬ 
cent earns you a vibrating, 
five-light flashing rubber- 
band celebration. 

The third improvement is 
that you can remove the 
Flex's heart - a tiny, shiny 
black capsule that's held 
snugly in a pocket within 
the rubber. (In fact, you 
must remove it to charge 
it. The capsule snaps into a 
USB charging cord for that 
purpose. One charge lasts 
about five days.) 

The beauty of this design 
is that you can snap that 
capsule into other Flex 
bands. You're not stuck 
with the look of the original. 
Once you have bought 
the original gray-band or 
black-band Flex kit, you 
can buy a $30 set contain¬ 
ing teal, orange and navy 
blue bands. □

UK closer to creating babies with DNA from 3 people

LONDON (AP) — Britain 
may allow a controversial 
technique to create ba¬ 
bies using DNA from three 
people, a move that would 
help couples avoid passing 
on rare genetic diseases, 
the country's top medical 
officer says. 

The new techniques help 
prevent women with faulty 
mitochondria — the ener¬ 
gy source in a cell — from 
passing on to their babies 
defects that can result in 
such diseases as muscular 
dystrophy, epilepsy, heart 
problems and mental re¬ 
tardation. About one in 200 
children is born every year 
in Britain with a mitochon¬ 
drial disorder. 


For a woman with faulty mi¬ 
tochondria, scientists take 
only the healthy genetic 
material from her egg or 
embryo. They then trans¬ 
fer that into a donor egg 
or embryo that still has its 
healthy mitochondria but 
has had the rest of its key 
DNA removed. The fertil¬ 
ized embryo is then trans¬ 
ferred into the womb of the 
mother.Some groups op¬ 
pose artificial reproduction 
techniques and believe 
the destruction of eggs or 
embryos to be immoral. 
British tabloids jumped on 
the procedure when it was 
first announced in 2008 and 
labeled it the creation of a 
three-parent baby — the 
mother, the donor and 
the father — a charge sci¬ 


entists claim is inaccurate 
because the amount of 
DNA from the donor egg 
is insignificant.“Scientists 
have developed ground¬ 
breaking new procedures 
which could stop these dis¬ 
eases being passed on,” 
Britain's chief medical of¬ 
ficer, Dr. Sally Davies, said 
in a statement on Friday. 
“It’s only right that we look 
to introduce this life-saving 
treatment as soon as we 
can.’’Similar research is go¬ 
ing on in the U.S., where 
the embryos are not being 
used to produce children. 
Earlier this year, the U.K.’s 
fertility regulator said it 
found most people support¬ 
ed the new in vitro fertiliza¬ 
tion methods after a public 
consultation that included 


hearings and written sub¬ 
missions. Critics have previ¬ 
ously slammed the meth¬ 
ods as unethical and say 
there are other ways for 
people with genetic prob¬ 
lems to have healthy chil¬ 
dren, like egg donation or 
tests to screen out poten¬ 
tially problematic embryos. 
In a response to the public 
consultation, the charity 
Christian Medical Fellow¬ 
ship said the techniques 
were unethical. “We do 
not consider that the hunt 
for ‘therapies’ that might 
prevent a small number of 
disabled children (with mi¬ 
tochondrial disease) being 
born justifies the destruc¬ 
tion of hundreds if not thou¬ 
sands of embryonic human 
lives,” the group said. It also 


said there were lingering 
concerns about the safety 
of the techniques. 

British law forbids altering a 
human egg or an embryo 
before transferring it into a 
woman, so such treatments 
are currently only allowed 
for research. The govern¬ 
ment says it plans to publish 
draft guidelines later this 
year before introducing a 
final version to be debat¬ 
ed in the U.K. Parliament 
next year. Politicians would 
need to approve the use of 
the new techniques before 
patients could be treated. 

If British lawmakers agree, 
the U.K. would become 
the first country in the world 
where the technique could 
be used to create babies.

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US stocks fall in quiet end 
to a very turbulent month

NEW YORK (AP) — After flit¬ 
ting between tiny gains and 
losses most of Friday, the 
stock market closed mostly 
lower, a peaceful end to 
the most volatile month in 
nearly two years. 

“It's a dull Friday,” said Gary 
Flam, a stock manager at 
Bel Air Investment Advisors. 
A bull market, he added, 
is “rarely a straight march 
up.” The Standard & Poor’s 
500 index ended its bumpy 
ride in June down 1.5 per¬ 
cent, the first monthly loss 
since October. Still, the in¬ 
dex had its best first half of 
a year since 1998. 

Investors seemed unsure

The S&P 500 stock index 
closed down 6.92 points, or 
0.4 percent, to 1,606.28. The 
Dow Jones industrial aver¬ 
age fell 114.89 points, or 0.8 
percent, to 14,909.60.

News Corp splits at closing bell 


NEW YORK (AP) — News 
Corp. formally split in two 
after the market closed 
Friday, with existing share¬ 
holders getting one share 
in the new publishing entity 
for every four shares they 
hold in the media compa¬ 
ny. 

Since Wednesday last 
week, preliminary shares of 
both sides of the company 
have been trading as if the 
split already occurred. Any 
buyers of preliminary shares 
will receive them next Fri¬ 
day. 

Preliminary publishing 
shares closed Friday at 
$15.25. 

The recent trading valued 
the publishing division, to 
be named News Corp., at 
around $8.8 billion. That’s 
about 12 percent of the 
entire company's value. It 
had a market capitaliza¬ 
tion of about $75.5 billion 
before the split. 

The movie and TV division 
is being renamed Twenty- 
First Century Fox Inc. Its 
preliminary stock closed at 
$28.99 on Friday. 

Shares of both entities will 
begin trading normally on 
Monday, with new News 


Corp. shares trading under 
the tickers “NWSA” for non¬ 
voting Class A shares and 
“NWS” for voting Class B 
shares. Twenty-First Century 
Fox shares will trade under 
the tickers “FOXA” for non¬ 
voting Class A shares and 
“FOX” for voting Class B 
shares. 

Rupert Murdoch, who will 
be chairman of both com¬ 
panies and CEO of Twenty- 
First Century Fox, will retain 
his grip on both companies 
by controlling nearly 40 
percent of the voting stock 
in each.

timates that it will sell about 
$10 million worth of ads in 
this PlayStation upfront 
market, which would rep¬ 
resent about 90 percent of 
the available Mosaic Zero 
ad units and about 50 per¬ 
cent of the regular ad in¬ 
ventory. There is a $300,000 
minimum on ad buys to 
take part in the upfront. 
Because there is limited 
availability of the Mosaic 
Zero ad units, said Amy 
Carney, president for ad¬ 
vertiser sales, strategy and 
research at Sony Pictures 
Television, a decision was 
made to sell them “in an 
upfront kind of way.”

Motion Picture Academy 
To Expand Memberships

LOS ANGELES - Reversing a 
policy that has more close¬ 
ly restricted membership 
in the past decade, the 
Academy of Motion Picture 
Arts and Sciences on Friday 
invited an unusually large 
group of film professionals 
- 276 in total, including ac¬ 
tors Milla Jovovich and Jo¬ 
seph Gordon-Levitt - to join 
its ranks. The invitation list 
represents a sharp increase 
from last year, when 176 
new members were invited. 
That number was roughly 
calculated to maintain the 
size of the group, which an¬ 
nually awards the Oscars, 
and was generally consis¬ 
tent with the practice since 
2004, when the Academy 
moved to tighten its rolls 
by focusing heavily on 
credentials, including any 
recent Oscar nomination, 
in deciding whether to ex¬ 
tend an invitation. 

This year, however, the 
Academy-which has been 
concerned about a lack of 
diversity within its ranks and 
is searching for new con¬ 
nections to emerging as¬ 
pects of cinema - dropped 
a system by which each of 
its branches was held to a 


quota. It particularly en¬ 
couraged the expansion 
of its documentary branch, 
which had been one of its 
smallest. That branch has 
only 173 members, but this 
year it invited 42 documen- 
tarians to join, compared 
with 11 last year. Among 
those invited were Marcel 
Ophuls, whose work in¬ 
cludes "The Sorrow and the 
Pity,” and both Ricki Stern 
and Annie Sundberg, who 
directed “Joan Rivers: A 
Piece of Work." Other ac¬ 
tors on a list of 22 invitees 
- fewer than the 25 invited 
last year - include Michael 
Pena, Lucy Liu, Jennifer Lo¬ 
pez, Charles Grodin and 
Jason Bateman. Among 
the 15 directors invited to 
join, an increase from last 
year's 11, were Paul Feig, 
Benh Zeitlin and Steve Mc¬ 
Queen. Kevin Tsujihara, re¬ 
cently named chief execu¬ 
tive of Warner Bros., was 
perhaps the best-known of 
the 17 executives invited to 
join. In a twist, Neil Meron, 
who was a producer of this 
year’s Oscar telecast and 
whose film credits include 
"Hairspray” and "The Buck¬

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Voyager 1 spacecraft enters uncharted territory

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 

first spacecraft that would 
leave our solar system. 
Voyager 1, has reached 
uncharted territory while 
nearing that goal. 

New research pinpoints 
the current location of the 
U.S. spacecraft, which has 
been exploring the area 
where the effects of inter¬ 
stellar space, or the space 
between stars, can be felt. 
Scientists don’t know how 
large this newfound region 
of the solar system is, or 
how much farther Voyager 
1 has to travel to break to 
the other side. 

“It could actually be any¬ 
time, or it could be several 
more years,” said chief sci¬ 
entist Ed Stone of the NASA 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory, 
which manages the mis¬ 
sion. 

Stone first described this un¬ 
expected zone at a meet¬ 
ing of the American Geo¬ 
physical Union last year. A 
trio of papers published on¬ 
line Thursday in the journal 
Science confirm just how 
strange this new layer is. 
Soon after Voyager 1 


crossed into the region 
last August, low-energy 
charged particles that had 
been plentiful suddenly 
zipped outside, while high- 
energy cosmic rays from 
interstellar space streamed 
inward. Readings by one 
of Voyager 1 's instru¬ 
ments showed an abrupt 
increase in the magnetic 
field strength, but there was 
no change in the direction 
of the magnetic field lines 
— a sign that Voyager 1 
has not yet exited the solar 
system. 

Voyager 1 and its twin, 
Voyager 2, were launched 
in 1977 to visit the giant gas 
planets, beaming back 
dazzling postcards of Jupi¬ 
ter, Saturn and their moons. 
Voyager 2 went on to tour 
Uranus and Neptune. After 
planet-hopping, they were 
sent on a trajectory toward 
interstellar space. 

Voyager 1 is about 11 L4 
billion miles from the sun. 
Voyager 2 is about 9/4 bil¬ 
lion miles from the sun. The 
nuclear-powered space¬ 
craft have enough fuel to 
operate their instruments 
until around 2020. 

In the meantime, scientists 


are looking for any clues of 
a departure from the solar 
system. 

Given the time it takes to 
process the data, mission 
scientist Leonard Burlaga 


said there will be a lag be¬ 
tween when Voyager 1 
finally sails into interstellar 
space and when the team 
can confirm the act. Then 
there’s always the possibil¬ 


ity of surprises beyond the 
solar system. 

“Crossing may not be 
an instantaneous thing,” 
Burlaga said. “It may be 
complicated.”□

NASA launches sun-watching satellite from US 


VANDENBERG AIR FORCE 
BASE, California (AP) — 

NASA launched a satellite 
late Thursday on a mission 
to explore a little-studied re¬ 
gion of the sun and to bet¬ 
ter forecast space weather 
that can disrupt communi¬ 
cations systems on Earth. 
Unlike a traditional liftoff, the 
Iris satellite rode into Earth 
orbit on a Pegasus rocket 
dropped from an airplane 
that took off around sunset 
from the Vandenberg Air 
Force Base on California’s 
central coast. 

About 100 miles (160 kilo¬ 
meters) off the coast and 
at an altitude of 39,000 
feet, the airplane released 
the rocket, which ignited 
its engine for the 13-minute 
climb to space. 

Mission controllers clapped 
after receiving word that Iris 
separated from the rocket 
as planned and unfurled its 
solar panels, ready to be¬ 
gin its two-year mission. 
“We’re thrilled,” NASA 


launch director Tim Dunn 
said in a NASA TV interview. 
The launch went smoothly, 
but there were some tense 
moments when communi¬ 
cations signals were tem¬ 
porarily lost. 

Ground controllers were 


able to track Iris by relying 
on other satellites orbiting 
Earth. 

Previous sun-observing 
spacecraft have yielded 
a wealth of information 
about our nearest star and 
beamed back brilliant pic¬ 


tures of solar flares. 

The 7-foot (2.1-meter)-long 
Iris, weighing 400 pounds 
(180 kilograms), carries an 
ultraviolet telescope that 
can take high-resolution 
images every few seconds. 
Unlike NASA's Solar Dynam¬ 
ics Observatory, which ob¬ 
serves the entire sun. Iris will 
focus on a little-explored 
region that lies between 
the surface and the coro¬ 
na, the glowing white ring 
that’s visible during eclips¬ 
es. 

The goal is to learn more 
about how this mysterious 
region drives solar wind — 
a stream of charged par¬ 
ticles spewing from the sun 
— and to better predict 
space weather that can 
disrupt communications 
signals on Earth. 

“This is a very difficult re¬ 
gion to understand and 
observe. We haven’t had 
the technical capabilities 
before now to really zoom 
in” and peer at it up close. 


NASA program scientist Jef¬ 
frey Newmark said before 
the launch. 

The mission is cheap by 
NASA standards, costing 
$182 million, and is man¬ 
aged by the space agen¬ 
cy’s Goddard Space Flight 
Center. 

Engineers will spend a 
month making sure Iris is in 
perfect health before pow¬ 
ering on the telescope to 
begin observations. 

The launch was delayed by 
a day so that technicians 
at the Air Force base could 
restore power to launch 
range equipment after a 
weekend outage cut elec¬ 
tricity to a swath of the cen¬ 
tral coast. 

The Pegasus, from Orbital 
Sciences Corp. of Dulles, 
Virginia, is a winged rock¬ 
et designed for launching 
small satellites. First flown in 
1990, Pegasus rockets have 
also been used to acceler¬ 
ate vehicles in hypersonic 
flight programs.Q

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Hikers rescued 
on trek to bus of 
Into the Wild’ 

FAIRBANKS, Alaska (AP) 

— A second set of hikers 
this summer have had to 
be rescued after trying 
to reach a famed aban¬ 
doned Fairbanks city bus 
in the Alaska wilderness, 
after the book and movie 
“Into the Wild” made the 
remote bus famous. 

A group of three hikers had 
to be lifted out of the wil¬ 
derness on Tuesday, the 
Fairbanks Daily News-Miner 
reported. 

A helicopter delivered 
the three to their vehicle, 
and they drove to a medi¬ 
cal clinic in Denali Park 
so Nichole Pickering, 25, 
could have an injury to 
her leg checked, Alaska 
State Troopers said. In May, 
three German hikers try¬ 
ing to reach the bus on 
the Stampede Trail, near 
Flealy, or about 10 miles 
(16 kilometers) north of the 
entrance to Denali Na¬ 
tional Park and Preserve, 
also had to be rescued. 
They told troopers the river 
they crossed getting to the 
bus had become impass¬ 
able for the return due to 
high, swift-running water. 
The hikers had proper gear 
but only enough food for 
three days, troopers said. 
Troopers flew the three hik¬ 
ers to their vehicle at the 
end of Stampede Road. 
The green and white bus, 
used for years as a shelter 
for hunters, has become a 
destination for those seek¬ 
ing to retrace the steps of 
Chris McCandless. “The 
Bus,” as it has become 
known, has been the 
source of multiple rescues 
since it was made famous, 
first by Jon Krakauer's book 
published in 1996 and then 
by Sean Penn’s 2007 film, 
both of which chronicled 
the life and death of Mc¬ 
Candless, a 24-year-old 
who hiked into the Alaska 
wilderness in April 1992 with 
little food and equipment 
and spent the summer liv¬ 
ing in the bus. McCandless 
was found dead in the bus 
almost four months later af¬ 
ter starving to death.Since 
the book and movie came 
out, troopers have rescued 
numerous hikers who hiked 
out to the bus but could 
not return due to high wa¬ 
ter in the Teklanika River. □ 


Publisher cancels Deen’s multibook contract

Paula Deen's publisher has 
canceled a deal with her 
for multiple books, includ¬ 
ing an upcoming cook¬ 
book that was the No. 1 
seller on Amazon.com and 
Barnes & Noble.com, fol¬ 
lowing her admission she 
used a racial slur. 

Ballantine Books an¬ 
nounced Friday it would 
not release “Paula Deen’s 
New Testament: 250 Favor¬ 
ite Recipes, All Lightened 
Up," which was scheduled 
for October and was the 
first of a five-book deal an¬ 
nounced early last year. 
Interest in it had surged as 
Deen, a successful busi¬ 
nesswoman who grew up 
in the U.S. South and who 
specializes in Southern 
comfort food, came under 
increasing atfack for ac¬ 
knowledging she had used 
fhe N-word. 

Ballanfine, an imprinf of 
Random House Inc., said it 
had decided to cancel the 
book’s publication after 
“careful consideration.” It 
had no comment beyond 
what was in its brief state¬ 
ment, spokesman Stuart 
Applebaum said. 

Later Friday, Deen’s literary 
agent, Janis Donnaud, said 
that the entire deal had 
been called off. 

“I am confident that these 


books will be published and 
that we will have a new 
publisher,” said Donnaud, 
who declined to comment 
on whether she had heard 
from other publishers. 

The trouble for Deen start¬ 
ed when comments she 
made in a court deposition 
became public. During the 
deposition in a discrimina¬ 
tion lawsuit filed by an ex¬ 
employee, Deen admitted 
using the N-word in the 
past but denied using it to 
describe waiters. 

Deen said she’s not a rac¬ 
ist during a tearful “Today” 
show inferview but has lost 
many of her business rela¬ 
tionships. Sears Holdings 
Corp. and J.C. Penney Co. 
said Friday that they were 
cutting ties with Deen fol¬ 
lowing similar announce¬ 
ments from Wal-Marf Stores 
Inc., Target Corp. and 
Home Depot. 

Last week, the Food Net¬ 
work said that it would 
not renew her contract. 
She also was dropped by 
Smithfield Foods, Caesars 
Entertainment stripped her 
name from restaurants and 
drug company Novo Nord- 
isk said it was suspending its 
work with her. 

Publishers have pulled a 
wide range of books over 
the years, usually because 
of plagiarism, fabricafions 
or other issues with the 


books themselves. Ballan- 
tine's decision highlights 
a problem for Deen even 
when fhe product itself has 
not been challenged and 


is in high demand. 

Some outlets that might 
have sold her books, such 
as Target and Wal-Mart, 
have cut ties with her. Oth¬ 


er stores likely would have 
been reluctant to promote 
her new book or to invite 
her for personal appear¬ 
ances. 


Because “Paula Deen's 
New Testament" was 
months away from release, 
no copies had been print¬ 
ed. □

NEW YORK (AP) — With the

AP: You were once a div¬ 
er for fhe British national 
team. How did that trans¬ 
late to action star? 
Statham: It was a hobby 
and I went in a couple 
competitions. Within a 
year I’m on the British team

Carla Bruni, back in jeans and in pop-star mode

NEW YORK (AP) — Gone 
are the prim (but stylish) 
Dior suits and sheath dress¬ 
es worn by the first lady of 
France. Carla Bruni is back 
in pop-star mode, in a uni¬ 
form of skinny jeans and 
cute little boots, toting a 
guitar. 

The singer, who's been 
promoting her new album, 
“Little French Songs," in 
New York this week and ex¬ 
citedly announcing her first 
U.S. tour, says she’s happy 
about her return to her 
former life — though she 
insists, “I never really left it, 
you know?” 

But Bruni, who left the Ely- 
see Palace in Paris with 
the electoral defeat of her 
husband. President Nicolas 
Sarkozy, in 2012, is still politi¬ 
cal enough not to rule any¬ 
thing out. Namely, another 
Sarkozy presidential run — 
an eventuality being dis¬ 
cussed in France by oppo¬ 
nents of current President 


Francois Hollande. 

“Well," she says carefully 
about that possibility. “It's 
not current. You know? I 
don’t think we can really 
talk about it today ... We 
go on with our life.” 

“Politics are a special 
world with special rules,” 
she adds. “And so ... they 
talk about it, but it's just to 
fill up the press a little bit, 
you know?" 

In an interview in a New 
York hotel room, Bruni pre¬ 
fers fo falk about her al¬ 
bum — it came out here in 
April, but an earlier promo¬ 
tional trip was canceled 
due to illness — and her 
just-announced U.S. tour 
early next year. 

“It's fantastic! I never did 
a tour in the United States, 
I never even toured in Eu¬ 
rope,” she says. “I hope 
people will come. For a 
French artist or Italian art¬ 
ist it's really rare and it’s 
lucky.” 

Bruni is aware that few 
people can look at her 


solely as a musician, but 
rather as a woman with a 
fascinating trajectory: an 
Italian-born supermodel 
turned songstress, famous 
for dalliances with Mick 


Jagger and Eric Clapton, 
who later engaged in a 
whirlwind courtship and 
marriage to the French 
president that transfixed 
fhe country. 


She says all that doesn’t 
bother her. 

“What bothers me would 
be indifference," she says. 
“There’s plenty of talent¬ 
ed people, geniuses ev¬ 


erywhere that have no 
chance to talk about their 
work, to show their work. 
So I don’t really suffer from 
getting attention.” 

Of course, Bruni is still a 


very public figure. Promot¬ 
ing her album this week, 
she appeared at a private 
party at the tony Royal- 
ton Hotel, singing three of 
her songs, including “Chez 
Keith et Anita,” a song 
about hanging out in the 
‘70s with Rolling Stones gui¬ 
tarist Keith Richards and his 
girlfriend, Anita Pallenberg. 
In Paris, glamour shots of 
the former first lady are 
appearing on billboards. 
In December, remarks she 
made to French Vogue 
appearing to dismiss femi¬ 
nism sparked a Twitter up¬ 
roar. 

But Bruni says she craves a 
quiet, private existence. 
“I’m not a very outside per¬ 
son," she says. “Even at 15, 
I was never a party girl. My 
favorite things to do are to 
play music, read, watch 
films, write, and cook — 
and those are all things you 
do at home. I don’t know, 
maybe it’s my astrological 
sign?” She laughs. “I’m a 
CapricornO

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Speed Of Ascent

The Supreme Court didn’t exact¬ 
ly shock the world Monday. But, 
by imposing stricter standards 
on how courts review affirmative 
action plans, the court did send 
another small signal that the era 
of explicitly race-based affirma¬ 
tive action is coming to an end. 
During their heyday, affirma¬ 
tive action programs produced 
some lasting good. It would have 
been immoral in the civil rights 
era to have an archipelago of 
white colleges and universities 
dotting the land. Affirmative ac¬ 
tion plans prevented that. As Wil¬ 
liam Bowen and Derek Bok wrote 
in their classic work, “The Shape 
of the River,” in 1960, only 5.4 per¬ 
cent of blacks between 25 and 
29 had graduated from college, 
while, by 1995, that share had 
risen to 15.4 percent. The share 
of black medical school students 
climbed to 8.1 percent from 2.2 
percent. 

But affirmative action programs 
also perpetrated some note¬ 
worthy wrongs. They reinforced 
crude racial categorizations, 
which repelled many Americans. 
They discriminated against Asian- 
Americans. Thomas Espenshade 
of Princeton reviewed admis¬ 
sions data from 1997 and found 
that Asian applicants had to 
outscore African-Americans by 
450 points on their SATs to have 
an equal chance of getting into 
a college. The programs also 
produced a mismatch between 
minority students and the schools 
they attended, which sometimes 
ended up hurting the students 
they were designed to help. 

The evidence on this is hotly dis¬ 
puted, but Richard Sander and 
Stuart Taylor Jr. make a com¬ 
pelling case in their book “Mis¬ 
match.” Because some minor¬ 
ity applicants get drafted into 
schools where they wouldn’t 
otherwise be accepted, they 
are more likely to be stuck in the 
bottom of their classes and more 
likely to flee from difficult science 
and engineering majors. Black 
law school students are four 
times more likely to fail bar ex¬ 
ams, with mismatch, according 
to Sander and Taylor, explaining 
half this gap. 

So affirmative action gave us 
some wildly good and unfortu¬ 
nately negative outcomes, and 
it stirred up fierce debates. But 
that’s not why these racial pref¬ 
erences are going away. They 
are going away because under¬ 
lying realities have changed. 

First, economic inequality now 
trumps racial inequality as the 
chief source of disadvantage. 
Sean Reardon of Stanford has 


looked at a range of studies over 
50 years and found whereas the 
black/white test score gap used 
to be nearly twice as large as the 
rich/poor gap, now the income 
gap is nearly twice as large as 
the race gap. Given this, explicit¬ 
ly race-based affirmative action 
just doesn’t respond to the needs 
of the moment. 

Second, the ethnic makeup of 
the country has become more 
complex. At the dawn of the af¬ 
firmative action era, it was easy 
to see the chief racial divide as 
between whites and blacks, but 
the ethnic mosaic is much more 
complicated now, with an explo¬ 
sion of different groups from all 
over the world, at various levels 
of disadvantage. 

Third, we’re living in an age 
of data. Once, it may have 
seemed reasonable to measure 
a person by a few crude metrics: 
SAT, GPA, race. But now colleges 
and universities, especially with 
financial aid forms, have access 
to a wide array of data on all ap¬ 
plicants and can potentially get 
a much more personalized look 
at the disadvantages each indi¬ 
vidual has overcome. 

The result is that race-based af¬ 
firmative action, while not be¬ 
ing rejected, is being subsumed 
within class-based affirmative 
action. It’s being subsumed with¬ 
in more detailed measures of 
exactly which challenges each 
applicant faced. 

In his Century Foundation report, 
“A Better Affirmative Action,” 
Richard Kahlenberg shows how 
state university systems in places 
like Texas and Colorado and at 
places like the UCLA Law School 
are devising class-based prefer¬ 
ence systems, which ameliorate 
economic disadvantage while 
still producing racially diverse 
campuses. 

What often happens is this: Vot¬ 
ers or courts in a state will strike 
down race-based affirmative 
action. Minority enrollments ini¬ 
tially plummet. Then administra¬ 
tions devise class-based systems 
that look at the specific obsta¬ 
cles applicants have overcome: 
growing up in a neighborhood 
with concentrated poverty, with 
a single parent or in a home with 
few financial assets. Minority en¬ 
rollments recover, at least to a 
significant degree, and the new 
system is fairer than the old. 

What are we looking for when 
we admit a student into a uni¬ 
versity? We’re looking for speed 
of ascent, not academic attain¬ 
ment at one moment in time. A 
student who’s risen from an eco¬ 
nomic catastrophe to achieve a 
B-plus average has more speed 
of ascent than the child of law 
professors who has an A aver¬ 
age. The first student may be 
more expensive to teach. She 
may not write as many big alum¬ 
ni checks. But she’ll reflect more 
credit on her school and society. 
We now have the means to 
measure speed of ascent in a 
fairer and better way. Explicit, 
raced-based affirmative ac¬ 
tion programs weren’t wrong 
for their time, but they are being 
replaced.□ 



Senator Wendy And The Boys

There is an old saying that Texas 
is “heaven for men and dogs, 
but hell for women and oxen.” 
But the state’s history is chock-full 
of stories of female role models. 
Barbara Jordan. Ann Richards. 
In downtown Austin, there’s a 
statue of Angelina Eberly, hero¬ 
ine of the Texas Archives War of 
1842, firing a cannon and looking 
about 7 feet tall. 

I do not have nearly enough 
time to explain to you about the 
Archives War, although it’s an 
extremely interesting story. Right 
now we need to move on to 
state Sen. Wendy Davis, whose 

II -hour filibuster this week turned 
her into a national name brand. 
“It was like a made-for-TV movie. 
I’ve been around the block, but 
I’ve never seen anything like 
this,” said Cecile Richards, the 
president of Planned Parent¬ 
hood and the daughter of the 
former governor. 

Texas is a state with one of the 
nation’s highest teenage moth¬ 
erhood rates, where a majority of 
women who give birth are poor 
enough to qualify for Medicaid. 
So, naturally, its political lead¬ 
ers have declared war against 
the right of women to choose 
whether or not they want to be 
pregnant. Funding for family 
planning has been slashed. This 
month, Gov. Rick Perry tried to 
pass a new law that would have 
shut down almost all the abor¬ 
tion clinics in the state, under the 
guise of expanded health and 


safety requirements. 

Huge crowds showed up to 
protest! This was pretty remark¬ 
able because Texas is not cur¬ 
rently known as a place where 
people pay intense attention to 
what goes on in its state Capitol. 
(A recent study at the University 
of Texas at Austin found that it 
has “one of the nation’s lowest 
political and civic participation 
rates.”) 

Also, the conventional wisdom is 
that when things get politically 
rowdy, it’s because of a visitation 
from the right. 

Yet there the protesters were, fill¬ 
ing the Senate gallery and over¬ 
flow rooms, squishing into the 
halls and the rotunda, flowing 
down the Capitol front steps and 
into the mall. 

The bill arrived at the state Sen¬ 
ate, its final stop, on the last day 
of the legislative session. Late 
in the morning, Davis got up to 
filibuster until midnight when the 
clock ran out. 

Like Ann Richards, Davis is good 
on her feet, with a spectacular 
head of hair and a gift for funny 
speeches. But, on Tuesday, she 
was angry and ready for a fight. 
In the Texas Capitol, she said later 
in a phone interview, “there’s a 
complete disregard for women’s 
rights by those without uteruses.” 
The Texas filibuster rules are suit¬ 
able for a place that regards 
steer wrestling and bronco bust¬ 
ing as the official state sport. We 
made a big fuss when Rand Paul 
stayed on his feet for 13 hours in 
the U.S. Senate to filibuster over 
drones. But that was a walk in the 
park compared with what Davis 
went through. Paul got help from 
his friends, who orated while he 
rested his voice. 

And U.S. senators can speak 
about anything when they fili¬ 
buster. (Paul read from “Alice in 
Wonderland.”) Davis was sup¬ 
posed to stick to her subject. 

The crowd was reasonably quiet 
until Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst 
ruled that Davis had to sit down 
because she had gone off topic 


by referencing a state law requir¬ 
ing that women who want abor¬ 
tions must show up a day earlier 
for an ultrasound. 

“That wouldn’t have happened 
to any other senator,” said Davis, 
who believes she was treated 
dismissively because she is a 
woman - or at least a woman fili¬ 
bustering on women’s issues. 

The people in the gallery be¬ 
gan to yell. Dewhurst, who com¬ 
plained about “an unruly mob 
using Occupy Wall Street tac¬ 
tics,” could not get control of the 
room before time ran out. Texas 
is now engaged in a debate 
over whether it is worse to yell 
in the state Senate or declare a 
senator out of order for discuss¬ 
ing the state abortion laws during 
a debate on abortion. 
Meanwhile, pictures of the pink 
sneakers worn by Wendy Davis 
during her filibuster have resur¬ 
faced as posters. 

The anti-abortion bill will be back. 
Vowing not to give way to “the 
breakdown of decorum and de¬ 
cency,” Perry called a special 
emergency session for July 1 to 
take it up again. 

The protesters will undoubtedly 
be back, too. 

“They’ve tasted victory - what 
it means to organize and win,” 
predicted Cecile Richards. 

And Texans are wondering if this 
could be a new era for a state 
that really hasn’t been in the na¬ 
tional eye for ages - unless you 
count the Rick Perry “oops” mo¬ 
ment. 

“Politics has been so dormant in 
Texas,” said Evan Smith, the edi¬ 
tor of The Texas Tribune, whose 
livecast of Davis’ filibuster was 
viewed by 182,000 people. “The 
point is, the world is watching 
now.” 

A few years back, Davis told 
me about an incident during a 
debate when she had asked a 
veteran Republican a question 
about a pending bill. Dodging 
her query, he said: “I have trou¬ 
ble hearing women’s voices.” 

I guess they can hear her now. □
